How to do It. 

Tlio " Government Guardian" lias for 
some time past boon endeavoring to pre- 
pare that patient pack-animal, tlio people, 
for carrying a heavier load of taxation. It 
lias now ventured to indicate- the' probable 
form which this fresh taxation will take. 
Under ordinary circumstances Anything 
appearing in the paper in question could 
lnrdlvbo expected to attract attention, 
ranch loss provoke comment. But the 
circumstance of that paper being the Bole 
organ of the present Ministry, taken in 
connection with other circumstances of a 
suspicious character, has given riso to 
the belief that its utterances upon audi 
Bubjects as the present nro the result of 
Ministerial inspiration, if not tho product 
of Ministerial pens. It is- to these con- 
siderations alone that our contemporary 
is indebted for what little notice it re- 
ceives; and we do not grudge it any sup- 
posititious advantage therefrom accruing. 
And what do you think is to bo the basis 
of this new taxation? A property tax is 
to do its part. " But," says the organ, "a 
property tax will not make up tho deficit 
in the revenue," — we will add, "caused by 
Ministerial prodigality and bungling. 
The difference, we ore told, is to he made 
up by "tonnage-dues;" and here is the 
■way the new tax is commended to public 
furor: "Tho small force of Revenue Offi- 
cers in tho Province renders it almost 
impossible to detect persons who aro bent 
upon evading tho Custom House; but 
with tonnage dues, collectable all over 
the coast, wo increaso our Custom House 
Officers indefinitely, and have always men 
on the alert to overhaul a strango craft." 
It will be observed that tho right of tho 
Provincial legislature to lovy such a tax 
upon trade and commerce for Provincial 
purposes is assumed; and it appears to he 
taken for granted that mo could increase 
tho Federal officers "indefinitely" for the 
purpose of collecting it. The scheme is, 
doubtless, a very nice one; but the 
trouble is that there are grave constitu- 
tional dilliculties in tho way. No o_io 
possessing tho slightest, knowledge of ov.v 
constitutional powers and of the relations 
subsisting between the Provinces and tho 
central authority would dream of pro- 
pounding it. But what can one expect 
from tho organ when Ministers thorn- 
solvo are so deplorably ignorant upon con- 
stitutional law ? Wo can tell tho Govern- 
ment that no sehemo of additional tax- 
ation will be either acceptable or bo ac- 
cepted by the country until tho pruning- 
knifo shall have boon vigorously applied 
to the overgrown official tree. 



The I_on(IoBi"Times" Rapped 
over the Knuckles. 

(From the Saturday R.Tiow, Nov. 2.) 

The "Times" has thought it neces- 
sary to warn tho Americans that Mr. 
Froude must not bo accepted ns an 
authoritative exponent of English 
opinion in regard to Ireland; audit 
would seem to bo still more important 
that both tho Americans and the Cana- 
dians Bhoulu understand that the Times 
itself is by no means an infallible guide 
to the sentiments and convictions of its 
countrymen, especially on colonial 
questions. Perhaps the elderly clergy- 
man who, according to a well-known 
historical writer, used to keep the 
editor of the "Times" well supplied 
■with public opinion fresh from the tap- 
rooms of tho capital, has retired upon 
a well-earned pension, or tho new 
Licensing Act may have disturbed this 
source of weighty and authentic in- 
formation. It Is impossible to imagine 
anything more repugnant to English 
feeling than the cynical poltroonery of 
the article which the "Times" publish- 
ed on Wednesday last on tho morale of 
the Alabama and San Juan negotia- 
tions as far as they affect the Cana- 
dians. It is certainly right that it 
should be remembered that the San 
Juan question is not merely an English 
but a Canadian, matter and that the 
practical importance of the award de- 
pends on its bearing on tho line of in- 
tercommunication between Vancouver's 
Island, Manitoba, and the Eastern 
Provinces. Any disruption of this line 
of communications implies a corres- 
ponding distin.ef_rrati.on of the Domin- 
ion, to which Vancouver's Island, as 
■well as Canada, belongs, and it cannot 
bo denied that the Emperor's decision 
will to a certain extent produce this re- 
sult. The railway will have to bo carried 
out of its natural course, fortifications 
mar have to be constructed, and both 
physically and morally the connexion 
between ' Vancouver's Island and tho 
Eastern parts of Lho Dominion will be 
sensibly weakened. It is natural that 
the Canadians should not relish this ar- 
rangement, especially coming- imme- 
diately on tho back of the sale of tho 
Fisheries an dthe denial of compensa- 
tion for the Fenian raids; and the 
"Times" proceeds to offer consolation 
of a somewhat extraordinary kind to 
the injured and indignant colonists. It 
is true, it says, that tho Han Juan 
question was partly conceded by the 
terms of tho reference to tho Emperor. 
It. is also true the claims for compensa- 
tion for the Fenian raids could not, ac- 
cording to the principles laid down by 
the Arbitrators at Q-eueva, be disputed. 
Nor can it be denied that the Americans 
havo been allowed to acquire fishery 
rights for which its moro than doubtful 
■whether they will overpay, or think of 
paying, the stipulated price. Indeed tho 
Canadians arc probably aware that any de- 
mand for payment would be regarded by 
the United Stales aa nn excellent pretext 
for hostilities. Although tho Legislature 
of the Dominion accepted a guarantee of 
3,2,600,000, as tho price of itsnssent to tho 
Treaty of Washington, tho people of the 
Dominion have expressed unmistakably 
enough at tho recent elections their re- 
sent meat nt the manner in which, as they 
think, their interests have been sacrificed ; 
and the San .Tumi award can hardly fail to 
add fuel to the flames, Tho only conso- 
lation which tho 'Times" has to offer is 
that, although tho Canadians havo cor- 
tninlv boon very badly used, tho English 



Government did what it thought host, 
and if tho Canadians do not like it, thoy 
had bettor start on their own account. In- 
deed the "Times" hardly allows lho Ca- 
nadians any disc 'e^o i in tho matter. It 
assumes that they cannot possibly forgive 
the outrages which havo been put upon 
them, and that their only alternative is 
in'imedia.ely to renounce tho Government 
which lias botrayod them, and to "take 
up their freedom." 

"SVo havo no desire to exaggerate) the 
coarseness and brutality of tho advice 
which tho Tillies has thought proper to 
offer to tho Canadians, or to Tasten upon 
it a meaning vhich is not openly avowed, 
"You have muddled away our interests 
without obtaining for us ought that we 
havo desired. You have abandoned our 
fishorcs; you havo sacrificed our frontier; 
you have not given us open trado with the 
iStates; you havo not secured any satisfac- 
tion of our claims for wanton injuries " — 
these aro tho complaints which the Times, 
in its Own words, puts into the mouths of 
the Canadians, and it admits that they aro 
fully justified by the facts. It goes on to 
sa , V r:_"\vo must begin by confessing our 
faults." This is no doubt frank and 
honest. The Canadians havo not been 
well used; nobody can say that they havo 
had justico dono to them; but it might 
perhaps bo plausibly argued that our 
Government had no desire to injuro the 
Dominion, but acted, however injudici- 
ously, under tho impression that its in- 
terests would bo best promoted by the 
sott'eoient of all disputes with the United 
States. On tho other hand, admitting 
that mistakes had boon committed, it 
might havo seemed natural to assure tho 
Canadians that better caro would in future 
bo taken of their interests. Tho Times 
put tho worst possible construction on tho 
conduct of the English Government, and 
warns the Canadians that as long as the 
connexion lasts they must always bo liable 
to similar injuries. * See, it says in effect, 
what wrongs have bc_n heaped upon you; 
that is all you havo to expect from Eng- 
land. Are you spiritless enough to suh- 
mit to Bueh treatment as this ? Of course 
net, and then the Times goos on to advise 
tho Canadians to look after their own 
affairs. "You aro big enough"— we givo 
its own language — " you aro strong 
enough, you aro intelligent enough and 
if there were any deficiency in any of these 
points, it Would be supplied by the edu- 
cation of self reliance. We aro both new 
in a false position, and the time has ar- 
rived when wo should ho relieved from it. 
Take up your freedom; your days of ap- 
prenticeship are over." Tt is impossible, 
of course, to -misunderstand language 
such as this, especially when it is taken 
in connexion with tho apparent drift of 
tho Washington negotiations. Every- 
thing was dono to avoid a rupture with 
the United States. Whatever they asked 
was granted— whatover they refused was 
dispensed with. Our Commissioners, not 
unnaturally ashamed of the part forced 
upon them by the Ministry in London, 
resorted to "less accurate" language in 
the hope of at least disguising their hu- 
miliation, In this policy of concession 
and surrender tho English Government 
may have bolioved that thoy were acting 
in tho interest of Canada oven moro than 
of England. On the other hand, tho Can- 
adians can hardly be blamed for imagining 
that England was anxious only to escape 
from unpleasant responsibilities on her 
own account, and this is tho idea which 
the Times appears to bo anxious to con- 
firm. Tho Times appears to be very frank 
in this matter, but oven in its cynicism 
stops short of tho frankness of truth. If 
the writer spoke out his whole mind with- 
out reserve ho would say, "Tho truth is 
wo want to get out of all entanglements in 
America, If tne United State.- attack 
Canada, we Jwould rather bo spectators 
than belligerents, but it would hardly do 
to throw over the Canadians under a 
threat of war. Lotus try while there is 
time to insult and outrage them, and so 
make them throw us off." 

II any proof were wanting of the con- 
scious insincerity of tho writer in the 
"Timet;," it would be found in his affected 
assurance that the Canadians aro strong 
enough to take care of themselves. For 
our part wo are quite ready to believe that, 
if they were- attacked, this world prove to 
be* tho case. Tho American Government 
has already had painful experience of tho 
difficulty and co3t of subduing a small 
but compact and resoluto Confederacy; 
and the conquest of tho Dominion would 
in many wnys be a much more formidable 
enterprise. That tho "Times," however, 
does not believo its own assertion is 
shown by its anxiety to sever Canada from 
tho Empire. If Canada is strong ami 
big enough to take care of itself, it should 
bo rather a valuable ally than a trouble- 
some dependant. Prudenco might sug- 
gest, though honour would forbid, the 
desertion of a feeble friend; but one who 
is capable of taking bis own part may at 
a pinch be of service to a companion, 
There are two points of view from which 
the Times' article may ho regarded. It 
may he asked whether it is a fair represen- 
tation of English opinion; and whether, in 
any case, the policy which it suggests is 
worthy of adoption. The first is a ques- 
tion of fact, and perhaps the most conclu- 
sive answer that can bo given to it is that 
no responsible public man, either hold- 
ing or aspiring to ofllco in this country, 
has ever ventured to use such language 
as tho "Times." As to the other question, 
it requiros very little consideration to sen 
that the policy recommended is as futile 
and absurd as it is pusillanimous and 
dishonorable. Tho only motive that can 
bo suggested for she-king oil' Canada is 
to avoid collision with the United States. 
Let Canada tight her own hattlo is the 
heroic proposal of the "Times." lint 
even on grounds oftho lowest expediency 
tho proposal in open to criticism, inasmuch 
as it loaves entirely out of account the 
influoneo which Canada, either as nn in 
dependent Stale free to make alliance, 
where nheohoso, or as an integral part of 
tho United States, would probably exor- 
cise on tit" conduct of the lutter Govern- 
ment, towards this country. Wo havo had 
some oxperienoo of the bitterness of en- 
mity which the voluntary emigrants of 
Ireland cany with them across tho Atlan- 
tic; and it it; tolerably certain that the 
hearts of tho Canadians would not bo 
turned towards the nation which had 
contemptously deserted them in what 
was supposed to be an hour of peril, li 
may be true that, if tho Canadians were 
themselves anxious to set up on their own 
account, we should not bo disposed to go 
to war to prevent them ; but it would at 
least be only decent to wait until they 
had expressed a dosiro to leave us befor'o 
telling them bi.mtly, not to say brutally, 
that they can go when thoy like. Mar- 
ried couples aro perfectly awaro that 
under certain oiroumstanoes a divorce 
can bo obtained; but wo imagine thero 
would be only ono opinion us to tho con- 
duct of a husband who took every oppor- 



tunity of reminding his wifo that she 
could! get rid of him whenever she choose, 
and who went so far as to provide her 
wi lt a statement of his own misdeeds, in 
order to drive her to exasperation. It 
may or may not be a good thing that the 
British Empire should be preserved in its 
integrity. The "Times" is entitled to its 
own opinion on this question; but as a 
mere matter of prudence ard common 
sense it is surely desirable I'v.j while tho 
colonial connection lasts we should re- 
main on as good terms as possible with 
the colonists. . There is also another and 
verv serious aspect of the question which 
must not be lost sight of, and that is tho 
impression which cannot fail to be pro- 
duced abroad by the avowal of such a 
policy as tho "Times" has just put forth. 
The eUaceincnt of England will now bo 
considered to he complete. This anxiety 
to shake oil' Canad.. will be regarded as a 
natural sequel to the return of ltussia to 
the Black Sea, and tho transfer of the key 
of British Columbia to the United States. 
Putting honor and honesty out of tho 
question, it is just possible that a policy 
of eager and complacent surrender may 
not bo found to he the best security for a 
peaceful and quiet lifo.

■wedge •which will open to our fishermen 
the fish-market of the wholoPacific Coast. 
Let our fishermen not neglect this oppor- 
tunity of building up a great and lucra- 
tive trade. Lot them also remember, while 
pricing their articles, that "small profits 
mako quick returns." Upon their modera- 
tion, their energy, and their intelligence 
now depends the rapid development of 
ono of our greatest resources — viz. the 
fisheries, — to their incalculable benefit 
and advantage. Wo beg to draw their 
particular attention to the advertisement 
which appears elsewhere in our columns 
from Wm. Asohenheim, Commission Mer- 
chant, Portland, Oregon. We believe 
that Messrs Starr Pros., proprietors of tlio 
North Pacific, and the Directors of the 
Portland and Pugot Sound Railway will 
deal liberally with thoso who are striving 
to build .up this trade, which is bound, 
in time, when well established, to create 
for them a paying carrying traffic.

The Extraordinary Scene at 
tlic Mew Cathedral. 

Lottorfrom Van. Archdeacon Rcccn. 

Victoria, Dec. 6th, 1872. 

Editor British Colonist. — Sir.— 1 am 
quite sure that it could not have been 
your intention to misrepresent u»e in 
your comment on my sermon of Thurs- 
day ovening, and t herefore I feel confident 
that you will allow me to speak for myself 
so that the words that I" used may be cir- 
culated as extensively as tho comment you 
have made. 

In speaking of my sermon you say, "lie 
warmly advocated the adoption of Ritual- 
ism with all tho forms and ceremonies 
therewith connected. Ho said the Church 
of England had been cold and dead for 
the last century and predicted its decay 
unless Ritualism were adopted." 

The object of my sermon was to show 
that adoration was tho spontaneous act of 
tho soul, quickened with spiritual life 
through communion with Cod. That 
this spirit of adoration of necessity found 
an expression for itself in the outward 
forms and decencies of Divine Worship. 
That whenever there had been a quicken- 
ing of this spiritual life and, consequent- 
ly, of this spirit of adoration, there had 
beon a corresponding revival, not only in 
reverential carefulness in conducting 
Divine Service, but also in the outward 
expression of the inward belief of the wor- 
shipper. That herein, as it appeared to 
me, was lobe found tho true meaning and 
explanation of Ritualism. It had revived 
within the Church of England in our own 
day. This cannot bo denied. It is con- 
tinuing to revive. Tins cannot be deni- 
ed. Here is a religious phenomenon to 
bo thoughtfully accounted for, and F try 
to account for it and show it-; hidden 
foundation. Now subjoin that portion of 
my sorraon which has been so painfully 
misunderstood, and in which are' embodi- 
ed the thoughts and many expressions of 
one whom f have learnt to reverence and 
which I gladly make my own: — 

"And hero wo may see the true mean- 
ing and explanation of Ritualism. It is a 
shallow view of a deep and important sub- 
ject to stigmatize it us formalism, or love 
of display or the gratification of religious 
tasto. It springs from the vivid belief in the 
near presence of God, and is the instinctive 
expression of the devout soul to approach 
that presence in suitable form. It is the 
Unite drawing near to tho infinite. Tho 
creature approaching the Creator. If our 
service was ono of mere instruction, and 
man only its object, then there would bo 
no placo for Ritualism— there would bo 
no moaning in it, and so in the service 
of tho Synagogue, which was mainly a 
sorvice of instruction, there was no Ritual- 
ism; but ia tho Tomplo thoro was Ritual- 
ism because God was especially present 
and man was there adoring tho Mysteri- 
ous presence So in the services of the 
Church Catholic — thoy are the continua- 
tion of the Temple service, not that of the 
Synagogue. Tho celebration of the Holy 
Eucharist is the one central service of the 
Chris. ian Church as it is tho only one 
especially enjoined by her Divine Head. 
The adoration and feeding upon Christ 
therein present is her ehicfosi and highest 
act of worship. The daily service of song 
morning and evening shaped itself and 
came after and grew out of the Eneha- 
ristie, They circled roundit. They sprang 
out of it. They again flowed back unto 
it. In anticipation they prepared tho 
soul for it, and tho soul strengthen- 
ed and refreshed by it. expressed itself in 
acts of praise and thanksgiving'. This 
Ritualism became a necessity in tho 
Catholic Church as it was a necessity in tho 
Jewish Temple, and for the same reason, 
for it springs as I have said from tho 
vivid belief and tho near and especial pro- 
senco of God, and is tho instructive ex- 
pression of the soul to clothe it f in ap- 
proaching that mysterious and awful 
Presoncein suitable outward form. Ritual- 
ism has revived in our branch of the 
Church Catholic in our day and il 
is the result, us with Israel of 
old, of renewed Spiritual life. There 
was a quickening of the Spiritual 
life of the chosen people consequent upou 
tho revelation of God on Mount Sinai and 
tho Ritualism of the Tabernacle was tho 
direct outward expression of this life, and 
perhaps nothing in after ages surpassed 
t ho [rashness of its symbolic beauty. The 
next great development, of Ritualism was 
in the time of David, who organizod tho 
choirs of the Temple service; and horo 
again wo trace if as following upon a re- 
vival of spiritual life, for it followed after 
(In- commencement of tho prophetical lino 
in Samuel and of inspired Psalmody in 
David himself . So too, in our own day, 
the revival of Ritualism is the sequence 
of renewed Spiritual life— -the out ward 
oppression of quickened Spiritual energy. 
The last century was marked us one of 
coldness, deadness, and unbelief in the 
English Church — an era apparently more 
hopelessly cheerless than anything to !»■ 
found in these days of active thought and 
(inquiry, with all its attendant ovils of 
doubt and scepticism. Then through the 
gracious influence of the Holy Spirit there 
came a quickening of the spiritual life in 
tho Church and a revival of those funda- 
mental truths especially known as tho 
doctrines of grace. When they hail taken 
root and borne fruit, if pleased Clod to 
vouchsafe n second revival, in raising up 
teachers nearer our own timo to unfold 
tho more clearly the doctrine of tho Sacra- 
ments and tho life of tho Incarnation. 



And when these combined had in Bdifle 
measure begun to produce their o fleets on 
the Spiritual life of tho Church — tho re- 
vival of Ritualism became a necessity as 
it is the instructive outward expression of 
this life, and manifested itself in tho great- 
er can; that was exhibited iu tin 1 minis- 
tration of tho Church services as well as 
in tho form, tho costliness, and tho adorn- 
ment of her fabrics. Had the order of 
thoso revivals been reversed, il would 
have been fatal to the development of 
Spiritual life Standing as it then would 
— alone, il would, like tho spirit of Phari- 
saism, — itcould only have been a formal 
show, destructive of all Spiritual energy. 
But it has not been bo. Ritualism has reviv- 
ed because the inner life had first revived 
and noeded nn outward expression. Tho 
quickened sense of tho Divine Presence 
and of worship, of adoration as the im- 
mediate appro. ten to tho Divine presence 
needed to embody itself in some adequate 
outward form; thoso forms existed, fall- 
on into disuetnde to a great extent it is 
true, but recognized as tho inheritance of 
age;. Their revi\ alphas met. with obstacles 
and awakonod prejudice, but still the re- 
vival has steadily progressed and is pro- 
gressing. The obstacles have been anil 
aie only those needful for its healthy de- 
velopment, while (lie prejudices are these 
only characteristic of our nation, which 
is patient only with anything supposed to 
bo novel in tho worship of Cod when it is 
seen to bo tho outward expression of real 
spiritual life and quickened spiritual 
energy. This renewed life, which is thus 
finding i! > outward form in the revival of 
Ritualism, will bo its truest chock. There 
will bo no extremes in Ritualism in tho 
English Church of any permanent charac- 
ter so long as there is a fervi nt inner life 
to measure its truth and reality, as it first 
prompted its development." 

I will onlyadd it few condensed re- 
marks. 

1st. Yon will see thai I did not "warm- 
ly advocate tho adoption of Ritualism," 
etc.; but merely aceouutod for its exist- 
ence a-, THK outwarh KXPRESSiox of quick- 
ened beli if and spiritual life. 

2d. That I did not "predict tho decay 
of tho Church of England unlxhh Ritualism 
were ndopte I." I!:a that it was from the 
very fact that tho Church of England had 
shaken off, and was still shaking off, the 
spiritual lethargy of tho last century that 
its renewed life war, thus expressing it- 
self.

A Sewing Macbine Improve- 
ment. 

Miss Kate Barton, ;i young lady of 
Philadelphia, who has a penchant 
for practical mechanics, has invented 
an improvement on sowing machines 
which will adapt thciu to tho manu- 
facture of sails, and other heavy goods, 
something heretofore impossible, it 
consists in the main of an arrangement 
by which a piece of canvass or other 
cloth to lie Lightly Btretched at a uni- 
form height from a floor or table, on 
which runs by means of truck (to which 
tho motive power is applied) the pecu- 
liar form of machino which does the 
stitching'. This machine ha.-; two 
needles, which make parallel seams, 
and thore is connected with it n con- 
trivance called a crease:', for uniting 
and pressing together tho two edges of 
tho cloth. The whole is quite simple 
in its op ration, and thoso beist ac- 
quainted with such matters say it is 
just tho ma shine which lias so long 
been wanted. 

Dr. Guthrie, in Ehe"Sunday Maga- 
zine," descants thus pleasantly on tho 
virtues of oatmeal: "To say nothing of 
experience, Liebig, tho great chemist, 
and greatest authority on such sub- 
jects, shows oalmoal to be almost as 
nutritious ax the very bestEnglish beef; 
and that it contains a larger proportion 
than wheatcn bread of the elements 
that go to form bone and muscle. 
This was prov ed by :i course of experi- 
ments carried on for a series of years 
by Forbes, aji eminent philosopher and 
the discoverer of tlio Glacial Theory. 
For twenty years or so ho measured 
tho bread: li and height, and also tested 
ilui strongl h ! utb of Lho arms ahd loins 
of his student •: a very numerous class, 
consisting of different nationalities 
drawn to Edinburgh by his fame.

Omaha, Dec. -t — The epizoolic has 
reached this city in its westward inarch. 

New i'onic, Dee. 1 -- Several prominent 
journalists arrived last evening from vari- 
ous cities. The crowd that visited City 
Hall yesterday is estimated at 40,000. 
Among tho celebrities to arrive aro, Pre- 
sident Grant, Gov. Hoffman, Vice-Presi- 
dent , Minister Washbourne,|Sect.BoIknap, 
Gen. Schurz, Trumbull and Vice-Presi- 
dent Colfax. At 11 o'clock tho funeral 
procession started from Mr. Sinclair's 
house, on 45th street, and at 20 minutes 
post 11 the procession ontered the Church 
where the scene was most impressive. Tho 
Rev. Mr. Chapman opened tlio ceremony 
by reading from the Scriptures. Miss 
Clara Kellogg next sang very touehingly 
"I know that my Redeemer liveth." 
Henry Ward Beecher then delivered a 
funeral oration. The procession then 
started for Greenwood Cemetery. It was 
tho most impressive funeral procession, 
both in point of numbers and representa- 
tive persons, over witnessed in this city. 
Tho route down Broadway was lined with 
biojM'i persons. 

Europe. 

London, Dec. 1 -The storms in thc- 
north of Europe were unprecedented in 
severity. There is no record of so furious 
or destructive a bun pest for nearly twen- 
ty years past. All lines of railway going 
to different parts of the compass from 
BorUn are encumbered or broken. Busi- 
ness on the Bourse is at a standstill, the 
sea-wall has been smashed and a railroad 
train swallowed up in the great waters. 
Accounts from Stralzand, Kiel, Grufs- 
walt and Swinemunde are of a liko de- 
scription. During tho second deluge on 
Wednesday the greater part of Grusfwalt 
was under water, with iivo feet of water 
in the streets of the town. Tho total num- 
ber of crafts foundered at Strfttzund was 
80. All the fishing boats belonging to 
Zevingstdors and ThiddensoVare gone to 
the bottom. Eighty people wore drowned 
at Vaneertz. All along the (joast the in- 
habitants have suffered from want of fresh 
water, the sea having Hooded tho wells. 
The steamship Creswell from Falmouth 
for Cork was lost during tho voyage. 
Thirty-one passengers and crew perished. 

London, Dec. 3. — The "Times" in al- 
luding to that, part of Grant's message re- 
specting Cuba, doubts that abolition of 
slavery in that island would end the 
trouble between the Cubans and Spani- 
ards.

Tanning Material. 

Among the enterprises which aro at- 
tracting considerable attention in Upper 
Michigan just now is tho manufacturing 
of the extract of hemlock for tanning pur- 
poses, or in fact tho tannin of commerce, 
liereforo obtained principally through the 
uso of oak bark. In this caso it is obtain- 
ed not only from the bark, but from tho 
boughs, and foliage of the hemlock, by 
steaming. It is t hought that it can be 
produced nt much less cost than by tho 
old process, and tho liquid offered to tan- 
ners in a much more convenient forms, 
while for tho tannin, or tannic acid of 
commerce, it will be far tho best. If tho 
liquid has anything like the merits which 
is claimed for it, tho revolution which it 
will work in tho tanning process cam bo 
easily anticipated. The principal tanner- 
ies of tho country aro located in forests 
far distant from slaughtering points, it 
being found far nioro convenient to trans- 
port the hides to tho tanneries than tho 
hark to tho hides. If this produco will 
do tho work of tanning as well as it is 
dono by tho old process, its principal 
market will bo en tho Atlantic seaboard, 
where the Australian and South American 
hides are received, and the ex- 
pense of constructing tanneries will bo ro- 
duced f.iom ono quarter to one third, whilo 
tho freight on it to the seaboard will not 
aggregate any more than the freights now 
averaged on the hides to tho tanneries. 
Besides, itwillbeofgio.it, advantage to 
all local tanneries throughout tho coun- 
try. —"Chicago Evening Post.''
